Outrageous Situation 


(an Editorial) 


A correspondent in Oklahoma writes that a friend, a 
relative of a former Governor, made application recently for 
a Civil Service job. 














The applicant was asked to go to the Federal Building 
for an examination, and upon arriving there, she found Ne- 
groes outnumbering Whites about 4 to 1. Since in Oklahoma 
only one person out of sixteen is a Negro, this in itself is 
very significant. 


The examination questions were not at all the kind 
which would have helped to determine genuine qualifica- 
tions. The correct answers would have only been given by 
some pinkish collectivistic soul. 


The whole deal was obviously intended to reveal the 
ideological leanings of the applicants, rather than their fit- 
ness and their good citizenship. These examinations, con- 
ducted as they are on many hundreds of classifications of 
work, provide an ideal way for the radicals to filter people 
and to infiltrate all government departments. 


Since this is the point of recruitment for government 
employees who become the hatchet men of the NAACP and 
our other enemies, should there not be some Congressional

First Anniversary 
Meet Hears Appeal

Addressing the first anniversary meeting of the Jackson 
Citizens Council on May 1, Georgia’s distinguished Attorney 
General Eugene Cook flatly challenged the U. S. Supreme 
Court to build enough jails to imprison all Southern school 
officials determined to resist racial integration. 

A large and enthusiastic audience meeting in Jackson’s 
Municipal Auditorium heard General Cook’s ringing defiance 


|of judicial tyranny and un-American forces promoting inte- 





| gration. The capital city gath- 
| ering was one of the most suc- 
|cesssful Council ra] lies to 
| date. 

General Cook told his audience 

|}that Georgia is prepared to close 
}any public school in which de- 
|segregation is sought to be prac- 
| ticed. 
“I challenge the supreme court 
;}to say that any sovereign state 
cannot close its schools or spend 
its public funds as it sees fit,’’ he 
said. 

Attorney General Cook struck 
lat the infiltration of the churches, 
ithe universities and even the 
courts by the Communists. 

RAPS BROWNELL 

“Even our own attorney gen- 
eral of the United States has gone 
to bed with the Communists,” he 
declared. 

“We have been infiltrated in 
the churches, civil government, 
schools and the Supreme Court 
with modern scalawags and car- 
petbaggers preaching gradual in- 
tegration, but be modern about 
it,” he said. 

“If we continue to listen to the 
doctrine of gradualism by people 
who say segregation is un-Chris- 
tian, we have a dark future 
ahead,” he declared. 

‘“‘Fuzzy-minded professors and 
clergymen are seeking to destroy 
the principles of our creation,” 
he said. The trend toward cen- 
tralization of government as of- 
fered by the Supreme Court is 
setting up a number one target for 
the Soviet, instead of 48 targets 
as the individual states.”’ 

REDS IN NAACP 

Cook told his audience that the 

NAACP is in reality the National 





Association for the Promotion of 
Communism and that 62 of its top 
national officials have been proven 
to have Communist affiliation. 

He said, however, that the great 
danger in encroachments by the 
Supreme Court on state’s sov- 
ereignty is not the segregation is- 
sue, but the actual liberties of all 
the people, white and colored in 
the North as well as in the South. 

The speaker was introduced to 
the some 2,500 persons attending 
the rally here by Mississippi’s At- 
torney General Joe T. Patterson, 
who pronounced himself as a 
member of the Jackson Citizens’ 
Council and “proud of it.” 

“‘They call us the hard core of 
resistance to de-segregation,”’ Pat- 
terson told his audience, ‘and 
they will still be calling us that 
a hundred years hence.” 

The meeting was presided over 
by Ellis Wright, president of the 
Jackson Citizens’ Council. 

Among prominent public offi- 
cials attending and occupying 
seats of honor were Lt. Gov. Car- 
roll Gartin, Speaker of the House 
Walter Sillers, Dick King, former 
president of the Jackson Chamber 
of Commerce; Mayor Allen C. 
Thompson, City Commissioners D. 
L. Luckey and Chalmers Alex- 
ander, and a large number of leg- 
islators. 

The Hinds Junior college band 
provided music for the occasion 
with the Hi-Steppers, lovely ma- 
jorettes giving several dance num- 
bers.

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Lesson Of History 


The doctrine of inevitability, which is both a kind of 
philosophy and a catch word, is very much talked about, 
written about, and orated about at the present time. It is 
supposed to have particular meaning in the segregation 
struggle. It purports to indicate the way to the future. 

It holds that it is inevitable that segregation must go 
into the maw of oblivion before the juggernaut of progress. 
All of this is part of manifest destiny, the argument goes. 

It is as certain as the laws of nature, or the revolutions 
of the celestial spheres; nothing can arrest its development, 
and only the extreme reactionaries attempt it. 

What should be realized about the doctrine of inevita- 
bility, to begin with, is that it has not the slightest founda- 
tion in either history or science. It is a sociological fraud, 
and nothing more. 

For the only certain thing known about the future is 
its uncertainty. And the history of mankind, instead of 
being one unceasing upward surge (and race mongrelization 


is rather a falling off, a relapsing into barbarism) is a series 


of uncertain, wavering, tremulous, possibilities. 

Even the most occasional reader of history must be 
impressed with the fact that the course of mankind is like 
a tw.sting mountain road, full of sharp turns, perilous 
precipices, sudden climbs, rapid descents—or gaping bot- 
tomless voids. 

But inevitability has a value chiefly as a battle techni- 
que. The realistic totalitarian-liberals use the doctrine to 
paralyze all resistance to their equalitarian schemes. It 
serves them as a sting-ray to poison and finally benumb 
society in preparation for its conquest. 

It is a very easy thing to instill; once a society has 
thoroughly absorbed the idea it is incapable of further re- 
sistance. It can then be regimented and integrated, more 
or less, at leisure. 

The Southern people should remember, above all things, 
their own history. If anything was inevitable it was that 
they should have been integrated and mongrelized ninety 
years ago, in the Reconstruction, when they had Federal 
bayonets at their throats, and were reduced to the abject 
status of an occupied colony. And nothing is inevitable for 
a freedom-loving and heroic people if they set their minds 
and their hearts against it. 

The chief ingredient for victory in the South’s fight 
for preservation must be will power. Forty million South- 
erners cannot be suppressed if they unite, and if they in- 
terpose their unshakeable will. 


The Will To Resist 


The Citizens’ Councils in every comunity should en- 
courage the people of the South to remain true to unwritten 
codes of conduct and social behavior. It is very difficult 
to fight against invisible barriers. 

Great Britain learned this lesson in India. The Su- 
preme Court and the NAACP cannot enforce an edict that 
is contrary to strongly rooted convictions. 

The Citizens’ Councils should encourage the will to 
resist. By so doing, the Councils will be dealing with in- 
tangible values of great power. 

The South cannot be forced to submit to the Supreme 
Court or to the NAACP if the Southern people do not want 
to do so. 

Public opinion and moral] support are two tremendous 
forces, and no law or decree can stand up against them. Like 
Martin Luther, the Southerner must say: “Here I stand. I 
cannot do oiherwise. God help me. Amen.”

Fifth Amendment 


And now we have what deserves 
to be called the Fifth Amendment 
Supreme Court. It holds that it is 
a violation of the Constitution of 
the United States for a tax-sup- 
ported school to discharge a Fifth 
Amendment professor. 

Specifically, Harry Slochowe1 
refused to tell a Senate investi- 
gating committee whether he was 
a Communist in 1940 and 1941 
He claimed, under the Fifth 
Amendment, that to answer that 
question would require him tc 
give testimony against himself ir 
a criminal matter. Therefore he 
refused to answer. 

The authorities of Brooklyn Col 
lege, New York, thereupon fire< 
Harry Slochower as an unsuitabk 
person to teach in college. Five 
members of the Supreme Court o 
the United States say that it was 
not due process of law. Harry 
Slochower was not deprived of his 
life. He was not deprived of his 
liberty. Therefore the Supreme 
Court must hold that he was de- 
prived of his property without due 
process of law. 

And the property of which he 
was deprived was his job.

Far-Reaching 


If ateaching job in a state 
school is a federal property—and 
that seems to be the ruling of the 
Supreme Court — all our state 
schools are left in a position where 
a rapist, pervert or traitor has to 
be tried, convicted and finally sen- 
tenced in order to be removed 
from the faculty rolls and de- 
prived of the duty of teaching 
young men and women. 

Such a ruling ignores (a) the 
nature of the teaching relation- 
ship, (b) the basic character of a 
position in public service, (c) the 
essentially treasonable nature of 
the Communist Party in the Unit- 
ed States, (d) the real purpose of 
the Fifth Amendment, (e) the 
proper scope of the due-process- 
of-law clause of that amendment 
and (f) duty of the Supreme Court 
to stay within the original mean- 
ing of the Constitution as it was 
written. 

No man has a right to be a pub- 
lic servant. He has a privilege to 
be one under the terms (in the 
case of a college professor) of the 
confract of employment, subject to 
the rules of the governing board, 
laws of the state and mores of the 
community.

The Supreme Court takes an 
amendment designed to protect a 
criminal and says that one who 
takes advantage of it ought to go 
forth without anybody's attaching 
“a sinister meaning to the exer- 
cise’’ of a person’s constitutional 
right under the Fifth Amendment. 

According to the Supreme 
Court, a Fifth Amendment pro- 
fessor might be so afraid of pro- 
secution that he would refuse to 
declare his innocence. The Fifth 
Amendment does not protect, and 
never was intended to protect a 
man’s reputation or his suitability 
to hold a fiduciary post in the in- 
struction and training of citizens 
of this country. It does protect 
the guilty from being required to 
confess guilt and does require all 
prosecutors to respect that protec- 
tion. 

List the men who have thus in- 
vaded the sovereignty of the State 
of New York—and of every other 
state in the Union—and who say 
to the authorities of every public 
school in the land, you can not 
remove from your teaching force 
an unsuitable person until you 
have given him the same technical 
due process of law that the pro- 
secuting attorney is required to 
give to the alleged traitor, abor- 
tionist, pimp or murderer’s stand- 
ing charged by a grand jury 
and setting mute before the ae | 
jury.

Labor Czar Sees Ku Klux Under Bed 


Instead of sharing America’s 
growing concern with the spread 
of Communism, labor leader Wal- 
ter P. Reuther is seeing Ku Klux 
under his bed these days. He pro- 
fesses to have confidential in- 
formation that Klansmen are in- 
filtrating Southern labor unions 
“as a prelude to an all-white 
Southern federation of labor.” 

Victor Riesel, nationally-syndi- 
cated writer of the popular “Inside 
Labor” column, reveals that Reu- 
ther is studying a special report, 
prepared for the United Auto 
Workers Union which he heads, 
allegedly “documenting” the 
spread of Ku Kluxism among 
Southern unions. This report 
states that the revolt of white un- 
ion members in the South has 
reached “alarming’’ proportions 
and that the AFL-CIO may lose 
considerable membership because 
of the labor issue. 

Reuther and his aides, accord- 
ing to columunist Riesel, are 
frankly disturbed by the informa- 
tion in the report furnished by 
their Southern investigator. It spe- 
cifies that so-called ‘‘Hoodless, 
robeless” Kux Klux Klans have 
been attracting members by prom- 
ising them anonymity. Member- 
ship cards do not carry names and 
recruits are assigned to “cells” 





of 15 members each. Each cell 
has a leader who transmits orders 
and propaganda orally. Each cell 
knows nothing of the membership 
of other-cells, or so it is claimed. 

AFL-CIO czar Reuther is said to 
be losing sleep over the alleged 
K. K.K. activities. His United 
Auto Workers Union has hundreds 
of thousands of Southern mem- 
bers, many of whom object to Reu- 
ther’s anti-segregation policies. 
The task of avoiding a serious di- 
vision of unity between Southern 
and Northern unions poses a real 
problem. 

Frankly, we are inclined to take 
Reuther’s Klu Klux talk as mere- 
ly diversionary propaganda. It has 
all earmarks of a most convenient 
device calculated to impress naive 
Northerners and to account for 
the serious loss of prestige and in- 
fluence which Reuther et al suffer 
to an increasing extent among 
Southern Unions. 

It has become fashionable in 
Radical circles to blame ‘Ku 
Kluxism”’ for all Southern resist- 
ance to forced racial integration. 
If the Klan has been revived in 
the South, its influence is vir- 
tually nil—far less, let us say, 
than Communist influence in un- 
ions under Reuther.—The Clar- 
ion-Ledger, Jackson, Miss.

But just 
because I want a paycheck from 
you don't think I am going to tell 
you whether I have red or black 
hair, blue eyes or brown, whethcr 
I'm 17 or 75. Just remember, I'm 
entitled to a job if you've got one

That's not a farce, not by any 
means. It is hard to believe even 
when you sit down and read the 
legalistic language of the act. 

But these are facts: 1) an em- 
ployer or labor union cannot ask 
an applicant any questions con- 
cerning age, race, color, religious 
creed, ancestry or national origin; 
2) no employer or union can print 
or publish an advertisement which

Anyone found guilty of violat- 
ing a Fair Employment Practices 
Commission order may be sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $500 or 
30 days in jail. 

What this legislation means is 
that a Baptist cannot advertise for 
another Baptist to work as a 
church secretary. A Catholic can- 
not seek to hire a Catholic as a 
school employe. The owner of 
Jewish Kosher butcher shop can- 
not publish an advertisement for 
a man of the Jewish faith to help 
him. 


If there ever was a piece of leg- 
islation that clearly stamped out 
American liberty and freedom of 
action, this is it. The Pennsyl- 
vania FEPC law indicates the 
lengths to which the enemies of 
freedom will go in their demand 
for integration.— (The News and

The fact that Mr. Faulkner himself does not hobnob with state col- 
ored folks—or very many Mississippi white folks for that matter— 
is entirely beside the point.

It’s Later Than You Think: 





Cause Of States’ Rights 
Now Faces *‘Armageddon”’ 





There could have been no real¢ 
surprise among observers of the 
United States Supreme Court at 
the court’s arrogant action yester- 
day in rejecting an appeal sought 
by the South Carolina Electric and 
Gas Company in a bus segregation 
case. The court announced, in its 
own contemptuous fashion, that 
the petition was filed ‘‘without any 
authority of law" and ‘needlessly 
consumed our time.” 


In the view of many thought- 
ful attorneys, the South Carolina 
petition was no waste of time. It 
challenged a breath-taking stretch 
of the Constitution. The case arose 
when Sarah Mae Flemming, a Ne- 
gro woman, sued the bus company 
for damages because a bus driver 
required her to change her seat 
in accordance with South Carolina 
law. Her suit was dismissed in the 
Federal District Court, but on ap- 
peal to the Fourth United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Judges 
Parker, Soper and Dobie last Sum- 
mer reversed the District Court 
and ordered the suit tried. 


In their opinion of July 14, 
1955, the Circuit Court -judges 
called attention to the Supreme 
Court’s opinion of May 17, 1954, 
in the school segregation cases. 
Here the Supreme Court, after 
terming education “perhaps the 
most important function of State 
and local governments,” held that 
“in the field of public education 
the doctrine of ‘separate but equal’ 
has no place.”’ But though the Su- 
preme Court had carefully confin- 
ed its ruling to ‘the field of pub- 
lic education,’’ the Fourth Circuit 
Court held, in the South Carolina 
case, that the doctrine of “sepa- 
rate but equal’’ had been repu- 
diated not only as to schools, but 
in every other field also. 

That was a big jump for the 
Circuit Court to take. Hundreds of 
other appeals, involving modifica- 
tions of long-standing law far less 
severe, have been reviewed by the 
Supreme Court in other years. But 
this time, the South Carolina com- 
pany’s petition ‘‘needlessly con- 
sumed our time.”’ With that abrupt 
and high-handed stroke of its pen, 
the Supreme Court snatched from 
the States a part of their inherent 
police power, daily exercised by 
the States for generations. 


It, was, we say again, no sur- 
prise. In trip-hammer succession, 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States has taken from the States 
their clear power to maintain ra- 
cially separate public schools. It 
has deprived them of the power to 
regulate their own natural re- 
sources. It has seized their author- 
ity over non-navigable waters 
wholly within their borders. 't has 
voided the sedition laws of 42 
States. It has invaded their right 
to fix conditions for the employ- 
ment of college professors. Now it 
has’ distorted the Fourteenth 
Amendment to make it read that 
no State may regulate seating on 
wholly local buses; merely to sep- 
arate the races is to abridge the 
“privileges and immunities” of cit- 
izens of the United States. 


The States have reached Arma- 
geddon. By successive assaults up- 
on the Constitution, the Supreme 
Court has undertaken, in effect, 
to repeal the Tenth Amendment 
and to write into the Fourteenth 
Amendment sweeping new provi- 
sions to which the States have 
never consented. The court has 
usurped the amendatory powers 
reserved to the States in Article 
V of the Constitution. The court 
has established itself as a super- 
legislature. It has arrogated unto 
itself a power, never given the 
court, to twist and shape the Con- 
stitution as a thing of wax or put- 
ty. 

If ever the time has come when 
the States should take urgent 
counsel among themselves, that 
time is now. The Federal govern- 
ment they created is devouring 
them. 





This crisis transcends any par- 
ticular question of schools or 
buses, or gas: or Oil or water or 
sedition laws. It goes to the very 
heart and soul of our Constitu- 
tional Union. If the court is not 
checked—if the States fail to re- 
establish the dual structure of our 
Union—the court will have 
achieved, by judicial legislation, 
what the Convention of 1787 reso- 
lutely refused to approve: It will 
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duced the States to nullities and 
placed all meaningful power in the 
hands of a national authority. 


The one possible check upon the 
court, in our view, lies in inter- 
position by the States. They, and 
they alone, by concerted action 
may restore a Constitutional bal- 
ance of powers. Five States already 
have interposed their sovereignty 
in the matter of school segrega- 
tion; North Carolina and Louisi- 





ana are expected to raise the num- 
ber to seven this Spring. But the 
matter cannot be met regionally; 
it cannot be met on the single is- 
sue of schools or segregation. It 
can be met only if the States re- 
claim their clear powers, assemble 
in convention as they did in 1787, 
and dedicate themSelves to a re- 
writing of our Constitution in or- 
der to repair the damage the court 
has done. (Richmond, Va., News 
Leader) 





NAACP Bares Its Evil 
Distrust Of Americans 


The NAACP has finally unmask- 
ed itself. 

It doesn’t want the people to

It fears and opposes Constitu- 
tional processes. 


It wants a minority group, 
working only in Washington to 
decide the fundamental  civil- 


rights issues facing the nation. 

This is the only possible inter- 
pretation that can be placed on 
the organization's opposition to a 
proposed Constitutional amend- 
ment outlawing the poll tax. 


The NAACP has always fought 
the poll tax. Why, then, does it 
object to submission of an amend- 
ment on the subject to the states? 

Here is the reason in the words 
of Clarence Mitchell, director of 
the association’s Washington bu- 
reau: 


It would set ‘a pattern of try- 
ing to dispose of all civil rights 
questions by proposing Constitu- 
tional amendment .. Sich a course 
would give lukewarm supporters 
of civil rights a chance to avoid 
making a strong battle, and would 
give opponents an opportunity to 
remove the civil rights issue from 
the national legislative scene and 
defeat civil rights action by shift- 
ing their fight to blocking amend- 
ments in the states.”’ 

In other words, the NAACP: 

(1) Declares a Constitutional 
issue is involved in civil-rights 
matters, but does not think these 
matters should be submitted to 
Constitutional processes. 

(2) Is afraid of how the Ameri- 
can people really feel about civil 
rights and doesn’t want to give 
them a chance to speak on the 
laws governing them. 

(3) Knows that if the time- 
honored and legally-tested doc- 
trine of the rights of states is giv- 
en free expression, as it should be 
under our system of government, 
de-segregation doesn’t stand a 
chance. 

The NAACP says a poll-tax a- 
mendment would set a ‘‘dangerous 
precedent.”’ But it would be dan-

Council Movement Is 
Gaining Strength For 
States Rights Cause

CHARLESTON, S. C. Of the 
five segregation cases considered 
by the Supreme Court, only one, 
Briggs vs. Elliott, originated in 
the Deep South. This suit against 
the Trustees of the Summerton 
School District in Clarendon Coun- 
ty, South Carolina, was originally 
commenced as a suit for equaliza- 
tion of facilities. It was terminated 
by a Consent Order of Dismissal 
and the suit attacking Segrega- 
tion as such was commenced. 


The original Petition for equal- | 


ization was heard by the Board of 
Trustees on February 9, 1950. By 
the time of the filing of the Peti- 
tion and its hearing, the citizens 
of Summerton, being aware of the 


possible outcome, organized on} 
January 31, 1950, a “Citizens | 
Committee", whose purpose was 


to ‘‘create and foster through pro- 
per education the harmonious co- 
operation a better understanding 
between the races, and opposing 
the inculcation of racial hatred 
based on improper education.” 
C. A. Harvin, E. P. Kennedy, Dr. 
M. G. Howle, and H. M, Davis were 
elected officers and _ Directors. 
This ‘Citizens’ Committee” func- 
tioned in like manner as the later 
Citizens Councils organized in 
Mississippi, until the Citizens’ 
Council movement spread to South 
Carolina, when it became one of 
the loca) Councils. 


STATES RIGHTS LEAGUE 
Shortly after the handing down 


of the first opinion by the Supreme | 


Court in the Segregation cases, 
what we know as the Citizens 
Council movement originated un- 
der the leadership of Robert B. 
Patterson in Mississippi. About the 
same time in South Carolina, there 
was a re-activation of the States 
Rights League, an organization 
originally formed for political ac- 
tion in the 1948 and 1952 presi- 
dential campaigns. As re-activated, 
the renewed activities were direct- 
ed chiefly to the maintenance of 
segregation. There were several 
units formed in Florence, Harts- 
ville, Sumter, and in other locali- 
ties. The largest and the most ac- 
tive of these units was in Sumter, 
and its activity was largely due 
to the untiring efforts of Mr. J. A. 
Stubbs. 


STATE'S POSITION 

During the period between the 
handing down of the May 17th 
decision and the implementing de- 
cree of the Supreme Court, S. E. 
Rogers of Summerton, then one of 
the Attorneys for the Defendants 
in the Clarendon County cases, 
reached the following conclusions: 

1. The people of the South 
Were not engaged in an ordinary 
law suit in which legal principles 
would be applied and decisions 
founded thereon, but, rather, in 
a sociological and psychological 
crusade aimed at destroying 
Southern bi-racial culture and at 
centralization of powers in the 
Federal Government; 


2. Under present conditions, a 
favorable decision from the Su- 
preme Court on legal defenses, bas- 
ed solely on any law then existing 
or that might thereafter be en- 
acted by any legislature, or any 
resolution of any ‘School Board 
aimed at maintaining segregation 
could not be expected; 


3. The only hope of the South 
lay, not in the carrying on of the 
battle in the Courts alone, but in 
taking the battle to the people 
and using the same psychological 
and sociological warfare that had 

n so successfully used against 
the South; 

4. Only to the extent that the 
Court could be convinced that its 
decision did not represent the will 
of the people could the South ex- 
pect a favorable reaction; 

5. That the will of the people 
could not be effective unless it 
Were organized and unified; that 
« south-wide, rather than a local, 
or even state-wide, organization 
Would be most effective in carry- 
ing on such a fight; and that the 
Mississippi Citizens’ Councils had 
tlready made an impressive start 
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-_ were the only organizations 
lof which the NAACP seemed to 
| be afraid; 

| DYNAMIC MESSAGE 

| These conclusions were express- 
}ed by Mr. Rogers time after time 
|} throughout the lower part of the 


State as guest speaker before Serv- 
|} ice Clubs and other organizations, 


one of these being a meeting held 
in the American Legion Hut in 
Elloree in the latter part of July, 
1955. 

Shortly thereafter, a crisis was 
precipitated in Elloree by the fil- 
jing by the NAACP of a petition 
| for integration with the Trustees 
of the Elloree Schools. 

Mr. Deere, the Mayor of Elloree, 
| with Mr. H. L. Bowling, a former 
|} Superintendent of schools of El- 
| loree, requested a meeting with 
Mr. Rogers and such a meeting 
| was held at the home of Mr. Rog- 
lers in Summerton, at which, in 
}addition to Mr. Rogers, Mr. Bowl- 
jing, and Mr. Deere, there were 
| present Mr. W. B. Davis, Jr., who 
was Chairman of the Summerton 
| Citizens Committee, and Mr. Far- 
|ley Smith, a son of the late Sena- 
| tor, ‘Cotton Ed" Smith, of Lynch- 
|burg, who had been instrumen- 
| tal in organizing ‘‘The Committee 
of '52”’ in South Carolina. 
| Asa result of this meeting, Mr. 
| Bowling and Mr. Deere arranged 
}a second meeting in the American 
| Legion Hut in Elloree on Tuesday, 
| August 9, 1955, at which a large 
|}number of citizens of Elloree were 
present and the first Citizens 
Council in South Carolina was or- 
ganized. This was followed by a 
mass meeting of the citizenry of 
the area in the ball park at El- 
ioree which was addressed by Mr. 
Rogers, the organization of the 
council completed, and the follow- 
ing officers duly elected: H. L. 
Bowling, Chairman, J. W. Middle- 
ton, Vice-Chairman, and F. J. 
Shirer, Secretary-Treasurer. The 
|Elloree Council, the first in the 
| State to organize, has continued 
|to furnish leadership to the Coun- 
cil movement through out the 
State. 

MOVEMENT SPREADS 

With the inception of the El- 
loree Council, the movement 
spread rapidly throughout the low- 
er part of the State. Orangeburg, 
Lake City, Kingstree, Holly Hill, 
and many other towns and com- 
munities organized in quick suc- 
cession. It may be coincidental 
that, since the organization of the 
Elloree Citizens Council, only two 
petitions for integration have 
been filed in the State and these 
in areas in which no Citizens’ 
Council was then in existence. 

After the formation of the Citi- 
zens Council in the State, the lead- 
ers of the movement saw the de- 
sirability of having ohe, rather 
than several different organiza- 
tions fighting a common battle. 
Under the leadership of Mr. 
Stubbs, the States Rights League 
of Sumter, by a change in Corpo- 
rate name, became a_ Citizens’ 
Council, and is today the largest 
Council in the State. In due 
course, other units of the States 
Rights League became Councils, 














Carolina Governor Raps 
Hypocrisy Of Mixiecrats 


South Carolina's Gov. George 
Bell Timmerman Jr., speaking in 
an atmosphere rich in Confederate 
tradition, recently compared the 
Northern Integrationist of the 
present with the Northern Aboli- 
tionist of yesteryear and labeled 
both as hypocrites. 

The governor was _ principal 
speaker at the 80th annual cele- 
bration of the Rivers Bridge Con- 
federate Memorial Assn. Part of 
his address dealt with the spirited 
resistance offered by 1,200 Con- 
federate troops to 20,000 of Sher- 
man’s Federal force at the Battle 
of Rivers’ Bridge but much of his 
talk concerned the current North- 
South conflict over segregation. 

“Northern propagandists are as 
loud, obnoxious and untruthful to- 
day as the Abolitionists were a 
century ago,” he said. The Inte- 
grationist, like the Abolitionist, is 
a hypocrite. He proclaims in the 
name of brotherly love that South- 
ern segregation is discrimination, 
while ignoring and cultivating de- 
plorable conditions in his own 
area, 

“The ghetto of Harlem, the law- 
less slums of Washington, the fre- 
quent—but frequently ignored— 
race riots in schools, parks and 
playgrounds, the muggings and 
switchblade cuttings and 32 
months of racial disorder in Chi- 
cago’s Trumbull Park, all are mod-

els of those deplorable conditions. 
By comparison, the Southern Ne-| 
gro has achieved the best record 
of lawful conduct of any member 
of his race in the nation. 

“If the Integrationist were sin- 
cere, he could easily devise a sim- 
ple plan for accomplishing his pur- | 
pose. He could support a program 
of voluntary migration to aid those 
who want to mix to move to those 
areas where racial mixing is ac- 
ceptable.” 

Gov. Timmerman renewed his 
challenge for the State of Oregon 
to undertake such a program, say- 
ing he singled out Oregon because 
that st&ate’s two senators were 
loudest in proclaiming the virtues 
of integration. He also proposed 
that Gettysburg (where Pres. Eis- 
enhower maintains a farm home) 
become ‘‘an Eastern mecca of in- 
tegration. High officials in Wash- 
ington could establish their homes 
there and enjoy the blessings that 
they advocate for other people.” 

The South Carolina governor 
called for Southern insistence on 
a Democratic platform and candi- 
date acceptable to the South. 

“The time has come for the 
South to assert its political 
strength. The current trend in na- 
tional affairs clearly indicates that 
the South can expect little consid- 
eration unless the states of the 
South are willing to organize.”

Davis, Jr., of Summerton, Mr. Hen- 
ry Davis, of Florence, Mr. W. B. 
Patrick, of Winnsboro, Mr. E. M. 
Floyd, of Hartsville, and Mr. Mi- 
cah Jenkins, of Charleston. At this 
meeting it was determined to seek 
the cooperation of the Steering 
Committee of ‘“‘The Committee of 
'52”’ in holding a State organiza- 
tional meeting at Columbia. Those 
most active in this Steering Com- 
mittee were Mr. Ellison D. Smith, 
Mr. T. C. Bradley, and Mr. Bob 
Davis, all of Columbia. 





BIG STATE MEET 

On invitation of the Steering 
Committee, a State organization- 
al meeting was held October 10, 
1955, at which were present Rep- 
resentatives for all of the known 
Councils then in existence, in the 
Jefferson Hotel in Columbia, at 
which was adopted a Constitution 
for the Association of Citizens 
Councils of South Carolina based 
largely upon the Mississippi Asso- 
ciation, the chief differences be- 
ing only two. FIRST, the South 
Carolina Association recommended 
the inclusion by the local Councils 
of @ Race Relations Committee, 
which would work in cooperation 
with the leaders among the ne- 
groes, other than those belonging 
to the NAACP or other integration 
groups. This committee has proved 
its worth in several localities. 
SECOND, Executive Committee- 
men were chosen by Judicial Cir- 
cuits rather than Congressional 
Districts, thus giving the full Ex- 
ecutive Committee a membership 
of 14. 

The State organizational meet- 
ing directed Mr. Rogers to attend 
to the matter of calling a meeting 
of the Directors and of the elec- 
tion of the Executive Committee- 
men and the setting up of the State 
organization. Accordingly, on No-

Draws Fire 


High-Handed Federal 
Acts Forcing Racial 
Mixing Hit By Group 


What happens when a Federal 


agency essentially military in char- 
acter hands down an administra- 


tive decision on a social question 
is described in a booklet entitled 
“Tyranny At Oak Ridge’”’ edited by 
Dr. Donald Davidson. 

Dr. Davidson, professor of Eng- 
lish at Vanderbilt University and 
author of several books on politics 
and history, is chairman of the 
Tennessee Federation for Consti- 
tutional Government. The book is 
published by the Federation at 
Box 122, Nashville, Tenn. 

“Smug and comfortable Ameri- 
cans,of the 20th century have for- 
gotten what the old word tyranny 
means,’ says Dr. Davidson. ‘‘The 
Cittzens of Oak Ridge know what 
it means. In the planned govern- 
ment town of Oak Ridge it walks 
about saying ‘Integration! Adjust- 
ment. Cooperation! Supreme 
Court! Law of the land!’ What it 
really means is: ‘Submit... or 
else’, 

“By order of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, two of the five public 
schools of Oak Ridge were deseg- 
regated in September, 1955. This 
was done despite the publicly ex- 
pressed protests of many Oak 
Ridge citizens. It was done despite 
the fact that Oak Ridge schools, 
though located on a Federal res- 
ervation and under Federal con- 
trol, are nevertheless within the 
borders of Tennessee and in cer- 
tain ways a part of the State school 
system. 

“In a further refinement of ad- 
ministrative cruelty, the AEC gave 
its order and school officials en- 
forced it although they knew that 
the town of Oak Ridge, under a re- 
cent Act of Congress, must soon be 
appraised and returned to private 
ownership, at which time its 
schools would presumably rejoin 
the State system.”

the dark days of Reconstruction. 
They used the gentle weapon of 
SOCIAL OSTRACISM to such an 
extent that it became a national 
question, even in the investiga- 
tions which the Federal Govern- 
ment made on “‘The Condition of 
Affairs in the Late Insurrection- 
ary States.’’ Constitutional aspects 
of this subject were discussed at 
length in these hearings, but, as a 
leading Southerner, who had been 
a Captain in the Confederate Ar- 
my, testified, the ladies took things 
into their own hands. 


“I mean this,” he told the in- 
vestigators, ‘‘among men the ques- 
tion is never asked.

Our women 
say that during the war, when we 
men were shot at we had a chance 
to shoot back again, but that they 
were compelled to endure in si- 
lence the indignities and depriva- 
tions, the memory of which they 
have not forgotten. They are not 
inclined, unless in special cases 
where letters of introduction are 
brought, to look favorably upon 
even ladies from the North who 
come out here, so far as their so- 
cial relations are concerned.” 


There was, the witness contin- 
ued, a great deal of social ostra- 
cism, but, “I do not understand 
that the spirit of the Constitution 
has anything to do with regulat- 
ing the social status, or the so- 
cial relations of individuals.” 


(2) What can you do? You can, 
quietly and privately, or publicly, 
join hands with thousands of 
Southern women who are now re- 
viving this gentle weapon—social 
ostracism—to defend their way of 
life. Work through the organiza- 
tions to which you now belong. 
If you have leaders who are be- 
traying the South, insist upon 
their resignation and elect new, 
loyal ones. Should this be impos- 
sible, do not attend meetings or 
other gatherings in which inte- 
gration is either advocated or 
practiced. 


Refuse to make contributions to 
any organization which advocates 
either present or future integra- 
tion of the races. Do not allow 
yourself to be numbered among 
the gullible few who would let 
down the bars. Racially, there are 
three major groups in the South 
—the whites, the mixed, and the 
negroes. 


To which will you and your 
children’s children belong? It is 
up to you—today! One thing is 
certain, those who choose to join 
“de-segregated,”’ “integrated,”’ or 
mixed groups will soon feel the 
full power of the gentle weapon

Northerners Want South To 
Keep Up Segregation Fight

The Yellow Cab curved into 
Times Square at a murderous clip, 
tires whinnying. ‘‘Well,’’ said the 
driver, “if you folks fight another 
Civil War I'm coming down there 
and drive a tank for you.” 

“Fine,’”’ I said. “That’s just 
fine.”’ 

He tightened his grip on the 
Wheel and chuckled, somehow 
squeezing the cab slim enough to 
streak between a bus and a panel 
truck. 

“I'd be a dandy tank driver,” 
he said. 

“Sure, you'd be fine.” 

His ears moved rhythmically as 
he chewed the inevitable wad of 
gum of the New York cabby. “A 
lot of us up here are rooting for 
the South on this Negro business, 
we admire your spunk down there. 
You folks quit fighting on this is- 
sue, and, believe me, we'll all be 
in a mess, brother, North, South, 
East and West.” 

I forgot my anxiety over his 
driving and began really listen- 
ing. 

Lots Of Support 

He said: ‘You'd be surprised 
how many Northerners are with 
you a hundred per cent. We read 
the bloody papers every day, scar- 
ed to death you might quit fight- 
ing for your rights. 

“Really?” 

“Worst thing you could do 
would be to chicken out. Negro’d 
take over the whole blinking coun- 
try. You think I'm kiddin’?” He 
turned around to look at me, the 
chewing gum still working. We 
seemed to be headed dead-center 
for the tail end of a large black 
convertible at the intersection. 

I closed my eyes, waiting for the 
crash, the rich night lights of 
Times Square whirling against 
squinched lids. I felt him brake 
smoothly behind the convertible. 
Your Gotham hackman appears to 
be equipped with a curious brand 
of radar. Like a bat. The bat 
sends out sounding squeaks. The 
cabby apparently relies on the 
screams of his passengers. 

“It’s the working man up here 
that really knows the Negro,” said 
the cabby. 

“You don’t rub up against the 
Negro much in a penthouse on 
Park Avenue or in a broker's of- 
fice on Wall Street. 

“If you're wearing a _ Brooks 
Brothers suit and a ten dollar 
bowtie you aren’t likely to have a 
Negro knock you off the sidewalk 
and call you a -— white —. 

“You ever have a Negro call 
you a white | a 

I said I'd never run into that 
sort of thing. 

“Well,”’ said the cabby, “you 
folks quit fighting the issue down 











there and you’ll damn well run 





into it, plumb up te your neck. 
You quit fighting in the South and 
the rich broad-minded lads up here 
in the Brooks Brothers suits will 
run into it, too; and all the philo- 
sophy and sweetness and light in 
the world won't save them. ' 
Buddies Feel The Same 

“And that’s why I’m going to 
drive a tank in the Confederate 
Army if there’s another Civil War,’ 
he concluded, spitting his gum out 
the window and pulling into the 
curb in front of the Shelton Hotel 
on Lexington Avenue. “I got plen- 
ty buddies fell the same way; 
brother, you Johnny Rebs won't 
be hurting for tank drivers.” 

“Don’t call it the Civil War,” I 
said to him. ‘Call it the War Be 
tween the States.” 

“Okay, but whatever it is my 
buddies and me will be down there 
with you in them gray uniforms.” 

I told him I couldn’t imagine a 
more hell-for-leather tank division 
than one made up of New York 
cab jockeys. 

He accepted the fare without 
appearing to look at it: “Just 
don’t let that supreme court stuff 
nothing down your throats,” he 
warned. 

During a week in New York I 








spoke to at least a score of per- 
sons who were interested sympa- 
thetically in the South’s stand 
against integration. 

Variety Of People 

The persons included a men’s 
clothing store owner, an attorney, 
a short-order cook, a hotel door- 
man, and so on. 

The clothing store man said: 
“In the South a Negro at least 
knows what door to enter.” 

I had dinner (on an expense 


account) at Keen’s English Chop 


House, at Gassman’s and other 
plush spots and did not see a sin- 
gle Negro diner. 

One night I did see a Negro 
diner at the Cafe. Brittany, a Bo- 
hemian-style eatery favored by 
New York’s television performers. 
But he sat alone at a table in 3 
corner, near the swinging door of 
the kitchen. 

Said the New York attorney: 
“We talk integration up here, but 
we don’t really practice it.” 





Has A Negro Pastor

attention of a Council that the 
Registrar of Voters in that Par- 
ish is not complying with the law 
and is registering unqualified per- 
sons as voters. This jeopardizes 
the entire structure of parish gov- 
ernment. The Councils in the par- 
ish should be informed and should 
by proper resolutions and delega- 
tions call the matter to the atten- 
tion of the Registrar. If no satis- 
faction is obtained from the Reg- 
istrar, the Police Jury and State 
Board of Registration can be con- 
tacted. With sufficient evidence, 
the Registrar could then be dis- 
ciplined or removed. 

Again, a bill of importance to 
segregation might be pending in 
the State Legislature. Each 
Council should undertake a pro- 
gram of contacting Senators and 
Representatives from their dis- 
tricts and asking them to give due 
consideration to the matter. Dele- 
gations from each Council should 
be formed to attend each meeting 
of the Legislature in which a cru- 
cial vote is pending. 

Such action can mean the suc- 





cess or failure of very important 
|measures. Similar action may be 
taken with regard to our Con- 
gressmen and Senators. Experi- 
ence has shown that these men in 
political office want to know 
where the people stand on impor- 
|tant legislation. 

| $§till another function of the 
{Council is to afford support to 
}local law enforcement officials in 
| the performance of their duty. 
| Innumerable complaints have been 
voiced by Southern officials that 
| when they enforce our segregation 
laws, they receive calls and letters 
from individuals and groups con- 
demning their actions, but seldom, 
if ever, are they told that anyone 
) in the community is backing them 
up. The Councils can and should 
afford this assurance of support 
to our officials. 


These are but a few examples 
|of the numerous ways that a Coun- 
| cil can act to carry out its objec- 
|tives and thereby preserve our

ORGANIZED PARISHES 





The International conspirators, 
socialists and communists in Am- 
erica are calling the tune and loyal 
Christian Americans are dancing 
to it. Those who would destroy 
the United States of America have 
suggested many strange ideas in 
the name of Christianity. 

It is significant that every per- 
son who has been proven a sub- 
versive is in favor of mixing the 
races, is in favor of International 
Law to supersede the Laws of the 
United States and is in favor of 
scrapping the Constitution, indi- 
vidual freedoms and States Rights 
—including the Right guaranteed 
under the Constitution to each 
state to govern its own internal 
affairs. 


These people who do not profess 
to be Christian, tell our Church 
people that their mothers and fa- 
thers were not Christians because 
they believed in and practiced seg- 
regation of the races as decreed 
by God Himself. And some be- 
lieve them. 


Rules issued to card-carrying 
communists long ago stated, 
quote: ‘‘We must realize that our 
party’s most powerful weapon is 
racial tension. While inflaming 
the Negroes. against the whites, 
we will endeavor to instill in the 
whites a guilt complex for their 
exploitation of the Negroes. 

‘‘We will help the Negroes to rise 
in prominence in the world of 
sports and entertainment, and 
with this prestige the Negroes will 
be able to intermarry with the 
whites and begin a process which 
will deliver America into our 
hands.”’ This is the program that 
many unthinking Church people 
are following. 

The New York State Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination ruled 
in December 1955 that a resort 
hotel must stop using the phrase: 
“Churches nearby” in their ad- 
vertising. They say this is a dis- 
crimination. 

Do you think so? This is but 
a beginning of what can happen 
unless we wake up and organize 
against this usurpation of authori- 
ty. 

Dr. Richard S. Pollock, Super- 
intendent of Syreville, N. J. public 
schools, on Dec. 6, 1955 issued 
this directive to all school prin- 
cipals: 

‘‘We are told that the State De- 





partment in charge of enforcing 
the anti-discrimination statutes, 





expects to take action with respect 
to the observances and exercises 
in the celebration of Christmas in 
the public schools of this state. 

“While the order has not yet 
been issued, we expect within the 
foreseeable future that it will be 
required by the Courts that the 
specifically religious aspect of the 
Christmas celebration be DELET- 
ED from public school programs 
and it will become illegal to use 
some of the hymns and anthems 
that are now quite common, and 
it will be necessary to avoid 
pageants involving the NATIVITY, 
ANGELS and similar props. 

“It is suggested that it might be 
well to begin to re-plan this pro- 
gram in this direction so that the 
changeover is so gradual as to be 
unnoticeable to the general pub- 
lic.” Now remember, good folks,

Rev. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick, a spokesman for the 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ, in his book “Living Under 
Tension” writes: ‘I am not deep- 
ly concerned whether you believe 
in the Virgin Birth of Jesus as a 
historical fact or not, although as 
you know, I cannot believe it.”

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Race Problem Answer Is 
In Northward Migration 


NEW YORK—Thomas R. War- 
ing, editor of The News and Cour- 
ier, Charleston, S. C., suggested 
in a speech delivered at Columbia 
University recently that Negroes 
should disperse into the northern 
countryside, 

Such a migration Waring said. 
may be the answer to the race 
problems of the South and north- 
ern cities. He said in the country- 
side ‘‘They can be absorbed more 
readily into community life.’ 

Waring appeared at a Columbia 
University conference on ‘The 
Changing World.’”’ He spoke in a 
Symposium considering the social 
aspects of education. 

Editor Waring warned that 
“too much pressure on the South 
may...wreck public education 
for both races in the South.”’ 

‘‘White southerners,” the editor 
said, “are thinking about their 
own children .. . they are think- 
ing about preserving white civili- 
zation in the midst of sometimes 
overwhelming numbers of colored 
people with different morals and 
customs.” 

He added: 

“Further migration of Negroes 








may intensify the northern cities’ 
problems while somewhat reliev- 
ing the South’s. A better ap- 
proach, in my opinion, would be 
dispersal of Negroes from the 
great cities into the northern 
towns and countryside, where they 
can be absorbed more readily into 
community life. 

“As the Negro population 
spreads more evenly, some of 
these problems will subside, More 
efforts should be put on encourag- 
ing this movement and less on 
forcing ‘the South to conform to 
a rorthern pattern based on dif- 
ferent conditions.” 





Understanding of the Southern 
viewpoint on racial relations can 
be seen in an editorial that ap- 
peared in the Sandy Creek News, 
a newspaper published in upper 
New York State. 

Said the editorial: 

“Agitators and radical politici- 
ans of the big Northern cities can- 
not force the South. Should they 
succeed, this would be indeed a 
divided nation and racial relations 
would drop to zero. Let’s move 
slowly and carefully.”

In that legislation Congress 
stated that in dispensing school 
lunch aid in states that maintain- 
ed separate but equal schools for 
white and colored pupils, the 
school lunch aid should be distri- 
buted equitably as between the 
separate schools,” according to the 
Illinois congressman. 





Courageous Unions Defy

The resolution distributed by 
the new organization charged the 
AFL-CIO is: 

“Under the control of labor 
leaders who are aiding and abet- 
ting the mixing of the white and 
Negro races in our public schools 
and elsewhere. 

“Has contributed many thou- 
sands of dollars to the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP). 

“Is raising 10 million dollars to 
conduct a drive to end segregation 
in the South. 

“Is plotting the political regi- 
mentation of its members and 
their money to advance the aims 
and ambitions of George Meany, 
Walter Reuther and other labor 
leaders.”’ 

The organization charged Reu- 
ther is a member of the board of 
directors of the NAACP, ‘‘an or- 
ganization that is Communist in- 
fluenced and dedicated to destroy- 
ing our Southern civilization.” 

The organization further charg- 
ed that it opposed the “‘integra- 
tion policies” of the AFL-CIO be- 
cause:

None of you has ever gone 
through a real revolution—a vin- 
dictive, brutal, bloody revolution 
inspired by hatred, greed and lust 
for power. Yet, we have a real re- 
volution in America—a revolution 


made in Russia. Most citizens do/| 


not know it, or will not face this 
fact. Just because you do not be- 
lieve such a disaster could happen 
to America does not alter the hard, 
cold FACT. 

The pro-negro drive, now part 
of this revolution, started over 50 
years ago when Dr. W. E. B. Du- 
Bois, mulatto radical, led the 
formation of the ‘Niagara Move- 
ment’ to combat the teachings of 
Booker T. Washington and to work 
for complete social equality. Also, 
in 1905, American negro agita- 
tors (mostly preachers) helped 
found the “Ethiopian Church" 
movement in Africa. 

This was an anti-white move- 
ment, suspected of having insti- 
gated several serious native up- 
risings, and was banned by the 
authorities. Then in 1909 Dr. Du- 
Bois, together with four white left- 
wingers, organized the NAACP. 


The revolutionary character of 
DuBois’ leadership is revealed by 


a quotation from his article in the 
ATLANTIC MONTHLY, May, 
1915. “These (colored) nations 
and races ... are going to en- 
dure this treatment just so long 
as they must and not a moment 
longer. Then they are going to 
fight, and the War of the Color 
Line will outdo in savage inhu- 
manity any war this world has yet 
seen.” That was in 1915 — 40 
years ago!

the Supreme Court when former 
Governor Warren became the new 
chief justice. The views of the 
President against segregation were 
well known, as may have been 
those of Chief Justice Warren. But 
to make doubly sure the Supreme 
Court made the “right” decision, 
the President instructed Attorney 
General Brownell to appear in the 
case, as a “friend of the court,” 
urging desegregation. 

Two important provisions of the 
Federal Constitution are involved 
4n the desegregation decision. The 
14th Amendment, approved in 18- 
68, forbids any state to ‘“‘deny any 
person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” 


The other provision of the Con- 
stitution directly affecting the de- 
segregation problem is that one 
which specifically says, ‘“‘The pow- 
ers not delegated to the United 
States, by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States, respective- 
ly, or to the people.”’ 

Under the former provision of 
the 14th Amendment, no state 
could discriminate between Negro 
citizens and whites with reference 
to schools or otherwise. Under the 
second provision, the 10th Amend- 
ment, control of the schools was 
specifically reserved to the states, 
as not having been delegated to 
the Federal Government. 


Obviously, under the 10th 
Amendment the South had the un- 
disputed right to control its 
schools, unless its policies violated 
the 14th Amerdment forbidding 
discrimination between Negroes 
and whites. For 60 years the Su- 
preme Court had ruled the 14th 
Amendment requires “equal” 
school and other facilities, but not 
identical; in other words, schools 
and other facilities ‘‘may be sep- 
arate, but must be equal.”’ 

The Warren decision, which the 
President now faces with pleas for 
patience, destroyed the school for-
